Herring Fishermen 
Relax Strike Boycott 


VANCOUVER (CP) -- Strik 
ing British Columbia herring 
fishermen have agreed to relax 
their boycott of company op 
erations in order to ensure Can 
ada’s entry into the Red China 
salt herring market 

Homer Stevens, 
the United Fishermen 
lied Workers Union, said Fri 
day an exception would be 
made in the cases of two firms. 

The fisheries association and 
union have, signed an agree- 
ment providing for extension 
of all the terms and conditions 
of the old agreement to cover 
salt herring operations at Fran- 
cis Millerd and Co. Ltd. and 
Nelson. Brothers Fisheries Ltd. 

The companies will be permit- 
ted to operate two herring 
boats each, the fish to be used 
only for canning or salting for 
the duration of the strike.

Minister Diefenbaker said Fri- 
day there would be no justifica- 
tion for Canadian diplomatic 
recognition of Communist China 
until the Peiping government 
“expiates its wrong- doings 
under international law.” 

He said inthe Commons that 
there ‘was no intention “in the 
immediate foreseeable future” 
to recognize the Peiping gov-

The question arose after 
Trade~ Minister ~Churchill out- 
lined plans for Canada’s trade 
commissioner at Hong Kong, C. 
M. Forsyth-Smith, to make “an 
exploratory trip’ into Red China 
starting Tuesday. 

Mr. Churchill said that last 
year Communist China imported 
only $2,400,000 worth of Cana- 
dian goods, mostly fertilizer. 
The coming visit would deter- 
mine whether it was possible to 
extend trade in wheat, flour, 
paper, pulp, lumber and fish.

WHITEHORSE, Y.T,, (CP)— 
Mrs. George Black, who en- 
joyed a career which led from 
a Wealthy United States home 
to the rugged gold camps of 
the Yukon, died at her home 
jhere Friday following a long 
illness. She was 91. 


The first lady of the Yukon 
for many .years, Mrs. Black, 
wife of the former House of 
Commons Speaker, was the 
third woman to sit in the Cana- 
dian Parliament 


She as 
Conservative 


sat an Independent 
member ,for the 
Yukon from 1935 to 1940, the 
only term between 1921 and 
1949 that her husband, because 
of illness didn’t represent the 
constituency. 


P.M.’s TRIBUTE 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
said, “It is with profound. sor 
row that I learn of the death of 
Mrs. Black, one of the great 
ladies of the far northwest of 
our times 

“By her courage and daring 
in pioneer times, her faithful- 
ness. to the Parliament of 
Canada as a member of the 
House of Commons, and by her 
energy, wit and sincerity, she 
made a contribution to this 
country rarely equalled by any 
other woman.” 

Always looking for adven-? 
ture, she landed in Dawson July 
4, 1897, after the arduous trek 
from Skagway, Alaska, where 
she was one of 200 women 
among 2,000 men 
MP AT 70 

Her career also took her over- 
seas to work among Canadian 
troops in the First World War 
and only a few weeks before 
her 70th birthday, to the House 
of Commons to represent the

constituency. 

Mrs. ‘Black assisted her hus- 
band in four successful federal 
election campaigns in the 
Yukon. In 1930 he was ap- 
pointed Speaker of the House} 
of Commons and in 1949 a 
member of the Privy Council. 

She- was one of Canada’s 
most colorful and outstanding 
personalities. In 1917 she was 
made a fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society, London, 
for her overseas war work and 
lectures on the Klondike gold 
fields. 

She was awarded the Order 
of the British Empire in 1946 
for her cultural and social con- 
tributions to the Yukon. In 
1940- she’ published’ a book: on 
Yukon wild flowers. My Sev- 
enty Years. was published in 
1938 and for the last year she 
had been working on a revised 
book called My Ninety Years 
but she did not complete it.

What About Combines? 


MONG THE MANY HARD 
issues facing the Diefenbaker. 
Government none is harder than that 
resented by a recent report of the 
ive Trade Practices Commis- 


6ion. 


This report finds that a price- 
fixing combine exists in the manu- 
facture of metal culverts. To be 
sure, culverts used for road drainage 
purposes are not a large item in the 
national economy, though they 
represent substantial costs to all our 
governments, but the combine in 
their manufacture presents a large 
test of the new Government's atti- 
tude toward combines generally. 

Under the former Liberal Gov- 
ernment and its minister of justice, 
Mr. Garson, many combines were 
tracked down, brought into court 
and punished. The struggle against 
combines (though like the struggle 
against evil generally it is never 
entirely won) remained an unshak- 
able policy of Liberalism. 

When the- Conservative ~ Party 
was last in office, between 1930 and 
1935, it did not discover or prose- 
cute a single combine. Historically 
the Conservative Party has been 
much more lenient with combines 
than the Liberal Party 

The doctrine that some combines 
are bad and some good .is widely 
accepted among Conservative lead- 
ers; whereas Liberal Governments 
have regarded all combines in re- 
straint of trade as bad and have 
made them illegal by increasingly 
drastic legislation. 

This legislation, in its. present 
form, was questioned on constitu- 
tional grounds before the Supreme 
Court last spring when certain paper 
companies, convicted of combining, 
attacked the existing law as invalid.

Trade Deficit Drops 
Fifth Straight Month 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canada's 
international trade deficit-—ex- 
cess of imports over exports 
declined in September for the 
fifth consecutive month, the 
bureau of statistics said today 

Imports di 
rose in value 
from $437,700,000 in the corre- 
sponding month a year ago, a 
gain of $9,300,000. However, 
exports increased by $14,900 
000 to $424,200,000 from $409,- 
300,000 a year ago. 

This reduced the import sur- 
plus for September to $22,800,- 
000, as compared with $28,400 
000 in 1956. For the first nine 
months of 1957 the trade defi 
cit stood at $663,000,000, slightly 
below last year’s $668,500,000. 

Canada’s trade deficit in 1956 
rose to a record $848,800,000 
1956 trade with the United 
States the deficit was $1,290, 
100,000,

‘Sales, Profit 


Decline During 


Crucial Period

NEW YORK (AP)—Business 
entered the crucial month of 
November with sales and prof- 
its slowing down, money tight 
and competition keener than 
ever.

Make Lawn Repairs Now | 
Before Soil Turns Soggy 


By JACK BEASTALL 
Providing the weather is reasonably fair and the soil 
still in a workable condition, early November is a good 
time to renovate an established lawn, 
A lawn with proper drainage should not yet be too 
wet for working on, but if there is any doubt it is better 


to keep off. 

Shallow depressions, not more 
than one inch deep, can be 
levelled by filling them with a 
mixture of soil 
and compost, 
and the  pres- 
ent grass . will 
usually come 
through the fill. 

Depressions } 
deeper than one 
inch may be 
treated in either 
of two ways. fo ot 
They may be meen 
filled and re. Jack 
seeded in the spring, or the 
turf may be lifted and under- 
filled now. 

The second method requires

that the turf be cut with a 
sharp, square-nosed spade and 
rolled back. The soil mixture 
then filled in to the right 
level, the sods replaced and 
tamped firmly into the fill. 

High spots may be lowered 
jby the same process, removing

| The soil mixture used for 
both surface and . under-filling 
should be about Nalf and half 
soil and well rotted compost or 
well rotted manure

Potholes in Blacktop 


Are Easily 


If your blacktop driveway 
has crumpled along the edges 
or gone pothole-happy, you can 
consider yourself fortunate in 
least one respect. Blacktop re 
pairs are comparatively simple 

You'll need neither an asphalt 
mixing plant in your back yard, 
nor powerful road-rolling equip 
ment. A pick and shovel to clear 
away the old, crumbled ma- 
terial, and a home-made tamper 
to compact. the new — that’s 
about the extent of the equip 
ment requirements 

Repair materials you'll need 
are either gravel crushed 
rock—whichever is more readily 
available and an asphaltic 
goop which acts as a binder 
Many paint and hardware stores 
carry asphalt emulsions, which 
are quick-setting and easy to 
handle. Asphalt and gravel also 
can be obtained premixed. 
PROCEDURE 

Here is the procedure to fol 
low in patching deep holes and 
deeply rutted areas in blacktop 
driveways: 

After clearing away the 
debris, dig down to a solid base. 
In severe cases, this may mean 
digging below the level of the 
driveway base. Then drop a 
layer of large stones into the 
bottom of the hole. 

Fill an ordinary garden sprin- 
kling can with emulsified 
asphalt and pour it evenly over 
the sides and bottom of the de- 
pression.

The counci] compiles the lat 
est available statistics on con- 
tributions to American religious 
denominations in November of 
each year. 

The Roman Catholic church 
and Jewish bodies do not pub 
lish official ‘figures on con 
tributions, and are not included 
in the compilation 

Reports from 52 Protestant 
bodies this year showed total 
contributions. of. $2,041,908,161, 
an all-time record. Most of this 
money—81 per cent—was used 
for local congregational ex 
penses, such as paying the 
minister's salary, enlarging or 
maintaining the church build- 
ing and buying hymnals

H. H. Lynde, whose latest book, “The Adversary,” 
was: published four months ago, is here this time to 
relax; not to write as she has done on previous visiis 

“IT always remember the Northwest autumn,” said 
the writer, a native of Spokane, “and decided I wouldn't 
miss it this year. Autumn is never so beautiful at 
home in California.” 

In private life Mrs. Reuben Morgan, she is the
